A large barn belonging to William 
Ho re herding, 
who lives ti \ <* 
miles 
southeast of Vallonia, wa- struck by 
lightning during the storm and to­ 
tally destroyed 
by tire.

Was one of tin* largest in Driftwood 
township. In the building was a large 
amount of

There was no stock in the 
barn but a few fanning implements 
were lost.

Lightning struck one of tlit* wires and 
blew out a fuse at the plant during

The insulation on much of the 
wire is worn oft and t r o u b l e i- ex­ 
perienced whenever the t r e e s become 
wet,

! and 194 of the derailments. 
The property losses reached the to- | 
tel of $3,408,953. and this sum

ered only the damage to the roiling 
stock, etc., belonging to the railroads.
